Italians Were Shouting “Make It An 


other 
Coatesville!” 
When 
Police 


Reached 
Scene— W as Being Drag­ 


ged to Stake. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 5.— Possibly only 
the courage and quick xxii of a lone 
policeman kept Philadelphia Irotn be 
ing disgraced by a repetition of the 
Coatesville lynching at Luna park, ai 
Sixty-fifth and Y’ine streets. 
A crowd of more than 500 infuriated 
Italians were in the very act of burn 
ing alive a young man nam ed Nicolo 
de Stefano, who they de* lare attacked 
a th ree year-old girl, when Policeman 
Hill cam e upon the scene. 
S trin g th** crowd swirling around a 
central point and hearing the yells and 
the curses being showered on some 
person or thing within the throng. Hill 
prom ptly turned in a riot call to the 
station house and then forced his way 
to the heart of the mob, xx he e he 
found 
Stefano, his clothing 
ripped 
from his bony, his arm s and legs tied, 
being dragged towards a large tree, 
while the crowd fell over Itself to 
bring fence rails, boards aud the dead 
limbs of trees. 
W orking his way to Stefano’s side, 
Hill, partly by argum ent, partly by 
sheer 
nerve, managed to make the 
crowd halt for a tew precious minutes 
while he tried to argue with the.ii 
Soon growing impatient, the leaders 
of the mob, among who was Included 
Giuseppe IHirso, father of the little 
girl that the young man is alleged to 
have 
attacked, pretended that they 
could not understand Hill and with 
cries of 
‘‘Lika 
Coatesville!" began 
forcing 
their 
prisoner 
tow ards 
the 
tree. 
Realizing that lf he used his re­ 
volver the mob would probably pull 
him to pieces and kill Stefano at tie* 
sam e time. Hill kept his head and his 
tem p er aud did his hest, quietly, to 
impede the progress of tile mob. 
In 
this he was successful, and Just as ti,e 
men wet** binding Stelano to wha: 
they hop* I would he his funeral pyie 
a patrol wagon loaded with policemen 
cam e dashing up. 
Police Charge Mob. 
Form ing an old-fashioned foot ball 
*\\” the policemen jam m ed their way 
through the crowd until, with drawn 
pistols, they surrounded Hill and Ste 
Id no. Sergeant 
Whelan 
realized, a* 
bud Hill, th** peril of firing a shot. For 
the 
crowd, which had 
Increased to 
about son men. was getting m ore and 
m ote winked up. Hut by putting on a 
hold front and promising that if they 
would let the law have its course Ste 
fano would he dealt the full penalty, 
and yet while talking hacking slowly 
away Whelan managed to get his lit 
tie com m and and his trem bling pris 
oner to the patrol wagon. Once there, 
hi* bundled everybody inside and made 
a dash for it. getting away almost be 
fore the majority of the crowd real 
i/ed what had happened. 
De Steiano was given a hearing a* 
the Thom pson street station house be­ 
fore M agistrate Hoyle. A hundred po­ 
ll* omen were on hand to preserve or 
lor, but though the station house was 
crowded 
with Italians, as many as 
ct old force their way inside, th ere was 
ii i attem pt made to get at the pris 
oner. He was cursed and reviled by 
many, but no one offered to do him 
violence. 
Viter the little girl, Melia Dor so 
ti d told horn Stefano bail lured her to 
• - room and there attacked her, lite 
child's mottler, Mrs. Rosa Dorso, told 
how (to hearing the bali) scream , she 
had started upstairs from the kitchen 
to meet Stefan 1 coming down. 'I’llit 
he bud kilo* lied her down and rushed 
out of the house. That she had pur­ 
sued him. but he got out of sight be- 
fore she could arolse the neighbors 
Viler Dr. F. D Hancock, police sur­ 
geon for the district, had testified that 
the child ha I been attacked, Magis- 
tia te Hoyle held the prisoner without 
hall for court. 
An investigation of the causes leat! 
inc tip to the attem pted lynching wiz 
made bv a policeman and reavealed 
that the attem pt to burn Stefano alive 
xx as no spontaneous outburst, but the 
result of a plan. It appears that after 
the alleged attack had occurred nome 
of the friends of the Dorso family sug­ 
gested telling the police^ 
This wa** 
vetoed by a large majority vote, and 
it was decided to ta le vengeance Into 
their own hands. It was put to a vote 
and decided on definitely that lf ibex 
-thouId catch Stefano when the circum 
stances permitted 
they would trc*a‘ 
him just as the Coatesville mob h.td 
treated /a c k Walker.

For many years oil and liquid as­ 
phalt have been used for road con­ 
struction In various localities through­ 
out the United States, the most prom i­ 
nent, iierhaps, being the state of Cali­ 
fornia. There many hundreds of miles 
of roads have been treated with as 
phallic oils of various gravities, vary­ 
ing according to the product of the d lf 
ferent oil fields aud applied according 
to Ideas presented by various engineers 
and road builders, says I’. E. Clark, 
former engineer of Isis Angeles eoun-

T he road was then gone over 
with a harrow* so as to break up the 
oil cake and allow it to mix w ith the 
earth 
in six or seven days afte r the 
first oiling the road was given a sec­ 
ond application of oil. 
This lo turn 
w as allowed to stand as before, then 
harrowed. 
Toe road was then sprin­ 
kled with water, and after th at had 
soaked In and the surface dried to a 
depth o f about one Inch It was thor­ 
oughly rolled with a light roller. 
Where Hie clim ate Is such that rains 
come only in a certain season of the 
year, and then only In meager q u an ti­ 
ties. It Is neediest to say that this has 
lieen an excellent method for keeping 
down the dust. 
But conditions, like 
everything else, are changing; traffic 
is increasing, aud where It was at first 
tielieved that the oiled dirt road was 
to be one that would last for many 
years the anticipated results have not 
tieen realised. 
In California, with all of its miles 
of oiled dirt roads, die method of n ill­ 
ing dirt and nil Is rapidly being aban 
doned and In Its place is s p e a r i n g a 
new road having far better and sound 
er methods of construction.
